TECH TYPE STUFF 



With that or know-it-all about cars, The Elephant man of 
automotive* . . . C. (Wrench Head) Butcher. 



I've heard that there is a proper rotat- 
ing sequence for tires. Can you tell me 
what it is? 

George Clarkwad 
Firebug, Ontario 

Yes, George, there is a proper sequence 
for tire rotation. You take the left front 
tire and put it on the right rear. Then 
you take the right rear and put it in the 
trunk. The spare tire should then be 
put on the right front which means that 
the right front tire will be going onto 
the left front. That means, of course, 
that you have to take the left front 
off-the tire that used to be the right 
rear before it became the spare the last 
time around. Then you lake the left 
rear tire off your mother's car and put 
it on the right rear, putting your right 
rear tire onto her car— that's the tire 
that used to be on the left front, re- 
member. Now, if your mother's left 
rear tire was her spare the last time 
around, you're going to have to switch 
vour right rear tire with her right front. 
Got that? 

I'm driving a 1969 Mustang Fastback 
with very low original mileage. Every- 
thing about the car is super except for 
the smell I get when I turn the heater 
on. It's a musty odor and it's giving me 
a headache. If I can't find it soon, I 
may have to sell the car. Can you tell 
me what my problem might be? 

There are about three probable causes 
for this situation. Most often, it 's water 
somewhere in the vent system. If water 
gets in there and can't drain out prop- 
erly, it will become stagnant. Another 
possibility is that your heater core may 
be going bad. I always have a tendency 
to expect the. worst so don't be sur- 
prised if it turns out that the odor prob- 
lem is being caused by one dead squir- 
rel in your engine. 

I have a 1970 Mustang Mach I with 
a 351 Cleveland powerplant in it. After 
running at operating temperature and 
then being stopped, the car won't start 
again for an hour or so. It acts like the 



battery is dead. Also, if allowed to idle 
for more than five minutes, the engine 
overheats, with or without a thermo- 
stat. What should I do?

Hey, C.B.! I've heard that years of 
grease, dirt and road sludge can some- 
times be the only thing that is holding 
an old engine together and that if you 
clean it off, the engine will develope 
oil leaks. Is that true?

Who would lie to you, Marvin? I will 
even go so far as to say that an old en- 
gine should be given mud packs on a 
regular basis to keep it sealed and 
healthy. Mix some good dirt— a high 
clay content is prefera ble—with 50- 
weighl oil and spread it over your en- 
gine liberally. Be careful not to get any 
inside the carb, however. I prefer to use 
50-weight oil because 30-weight takes 
too long to set. Don't use a variable 
weight oil like 10W-40, for example, 
as you'll find the mixture will have a 
tendency to drip off onto your garage 
or carport floor in warm weather. 
While you're at it, put some of the 
mud-oil mixture on your face, too. It 
can be very uplifting. 

I have a 1972 Capri with a steering 
problem. When I go over thirty miles 
per hour and step on the brakes, the 
front end shakes uncontrollably. I've 
installed Koni struts, extra torsion 
bars and a hydraulic stabilizer. I also 
had the wheels aligned and statically 
and dynamically balanced. The prob- 




lem still exists. Do you have any 
suggestions?
